GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 
1«  Public  Health  Officers  of  tho  Authority. 

(1)  Medical  Officer  of  Hoalth 

(2)  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector  (combined  offices) 

Tho  above  have  held  tho  offices  for  22  and  36  years 
respectively. 

Tho  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  part-time,  and  tho 
Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector  is  a full-time  official.  • 


Thoro  is  a temporary  part-time  District  Modical  Officor, 
(Public  Assistance). 

Thoro  i3  no  Public  Vaccinator  resident  in  tho  area. 

2(a)  Laboratory  Facilities 

Tho  usual  arrangements  are  in  force.  The  Pathological  •• 
Department  of  tho  Royal  Infirmary.  Chester,  is  available  for  all 
forms  of  bacteriological  examination. 

2 (b ) Ambulanco  Facilities 

The  Civil  Defence  Ambulanco  is  kept  in  tho  district.  It  may 
bo  used  for  accident  or  urgent  casos  by  arrangomont  with- the 
Medical  Officor  of  Hoalth  or  tho  A.  R.  P.  Officor.  A motor 
ambulance  can  also  be  obtained  without  unduo  delay  from  tho  V 
neighbouring  authorities,  such  as  tho  Urban  District  of  Kidsgrovo 
tho  Boroughs  of  Crowo  or  Newcastle,  or  the  City  of  Stoke-on-Tront ,

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2 ( c ) Nursing  _in  the_  Homo 

A part-time  District  Nurse  is  omployod,  whoso  salary  is 
maintained  hy  public  subscriptions,  :tc>  the-Alsagor  Sick  Nursing  Fund. 
This  Society  is  affiliated  with'  the-  County  Association  and  is 
administorod  by  a Committee  of  your  Council.- 

In  September  last  Mr  Elsby.  resigned  tho  Secretaryship,  which 
ho  had  held  for  many  years, and  Mr  Harwood  undertook  the  Office,  Tho 
Committee  has  been  revived  and  meetings  held. 


There  are  no  arrangements  for  nursing  infectious  diseases  and 
nono  aro  required  as  the  patients  are  removed  to  Congloton  Isolation 
Hospital  unloss  private  isolation  can  be  provided.  No  special 
arrangement  is  made  for  Who  oping  'Cough  and  Measles,  which  have  to 
bo  lookod  aftor  at  homo  except  in  complicated  casos  of  those 
disoasos  which  may  bo  admitted  to  the  West. Heath  Sanatorium. 

(d)  Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres  •

The  prevalence  of  Cancer  is  not  abnormal.  There  were  4 deaths 
from  itT  * 

Disinfection  of  .FrfmVif.es,  which  have  been  exposed  to  infection, 
is  carried  out  by  the  local  authority.  Bedding,  clothing  otc, 
are  removed  to  West  Heath  Sanatorium  for  dlsinfootion. 

A motor  ambulanoo  is  provided  for  the  conveyance  of  patients 
to  and  from  the  Sanatorium.
